MEDICAL  OFFICER  S REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Pontardawe  Rural  District  Council 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1967.  The  Report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  given  in  Circular  1/68 
(Wales)  and  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  1967  show  no  significant  change 
from  those  of  the  last  few  years.  Amongst  the  causes  of  death  the 
same  grouping  of  diseases  occurs.  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
continues  to  head  the  list  of  cancer  deaths  with  13  deaths  — 12  of 
them  in  males.  A large  number  of  deaths  continue  to  occur  from 
coronary  disease  and  angina  both  in  men  and  in  women,  although 
as  usual  female  deaths  tend  to  be  at  an  older  age  level  than  the  male 
deaths.  Thirty-six  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  bron- 
chitis, 32  in  males  and  4 in  females.  In  respect  of  violent  deaths,  5 
persons  were  killed  in  road  traffic  accidents  and  5 deaths  were 
attributed  to  suicide.  Inspection  of  these  various  causes  of  deaths 
referred  to  above,  many  of  which  occurred  well  short  of  real  old  age, 
emphasises  the  fact  that  many  of  them  appear  to  be  preventable 
deaths.  There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  that  the  majority  of  the  deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  were  due  to  cigarette  smoking 
and  probably  also  many  of  these  are  attributed  to  bronchitis.  Al- 
though no  hard  and  fast  rules  have  yet  been  laid  down  for  the  pre- 
vention of  death  from  coronary  thrombosis  and  angina,  it  would 
seem  probable  that  many  of  those  deaths  could  have  been  prevented 
or  delayed  by  simple  measures  such  as  avoidance  of  obesity,  the 
taking  of  sufficient  exercise  and  probably  once  again  the  giving 
up  of  cigarette  smoking.  Five  deaths  from  road  accidents  occurred, 
part  of  the  7,000  or  so  deaths  which  occur  each  year  in  Britain,  and 
are  likely  to  have  been  preventable  at  least  in  some  cases  by  the 
intelligent  use  of  the  Highway  Code. 

During  the  year  under  review  no  significant  outbreak  of  in- 
fectious disease  occurred  in  the  area.  Seventy-six  cases  of  measles 
were  notified  and  it  will  be  of  interest  to  see  in  the  future  how  this 
number  will  be  affected  by  the  current  introduction  of  vaccination 
against  measles.  In  the  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  only  1 
death  occurred  during  the  year  and  8 cases  were  notified,  a start- 
ling change  from  the  figures  of  20  years  ago. 

This  Council  continued  to  play  an  important  role  in  the  life  of 
the  community  as  a Housing  Authority,  nearly  3,000  houses  being 
in  the  Council’s  ownership.  During  the  year  117  families  were 
rehoused  under  the  Points  Scheme  and  9 families,  including  those  of 
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Keyworkers,  outside  the  Points  Scheme.  It  is  interesting  that  during 
1967  only  24  new  Council  houses  were  completed  in  this  Authority’s 
area  and  that  most  of  those  rehoused  were  accommodated  in  casual 
vacancies.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  cost  of  building  Council 
houses  is  rising  sharply  and  that  the  number  of  casual  vacancies 
available  are  likely  to  decrease  in  the  future  as  tenants  who  wish  to 
move  to  houses  of  their  own  find  difficulty  in  obtaining  mortgages 
etc. 

In  April  the  Council’s  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  was  extended 
to  cover  the  Clydach  and  Craigcefnparc  areas.  Once  again  the 
meals  were  prepared  in  a school  kitchen,  that  of  Clydach  Secondary 
Modern  School  and  were  collected  and  delivered  by  the  Women’s 
Royal  Voluntary  Service.  During  the  year  arrangements  were 
being  made  to  extend  the  service  once  again,  this  time  to  the  Gwaun- 
caegurwen  area.  Before  the  end  of  the  year  permission  was  given 
to  obtain  the  meals  from  the  Gwauncaegurwen  Secondary  School 
Kitchen  and  the  Women’s  Institute  had  agreed  to  collect  and  dis- 
tribute the  meals.  It  was  hoped  that  this  service  would  commence 
early  next  year  and  would  be  followed  shortly  be  a similar  arrange- 
ment in  the  Ystalyfera  and  Cwmllynfell  areas,  thus  covering  the 
whole  of  the  Pontardawe  Rural  District  Council  area.  It  must  be 
mentioned  that  the  provision  of  meals  for  the  elderly  or  house  bound 
could  not  be  carried  out  without  the  most  valuable  effort  which  is 
made  voluntarily  by  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service  and 
which  the  Women’s  Institute  have  agreed  to  provide  in  other  parts 
of  the  district  in  the  near  future.  Also,  of  course,  the  service  could 
not  proceed  without  the  excellent  co-operation  given  by  the  staff  of 
the  school  kitchen  involved. 

The  increased  building  in  the  area  both  private  and  by  the 
Council,  and  the  large  number  of  houses  being  provided  with  bath- 
rooms, has  made  a tremendous  demand  on  this  Council’s  sewerage 
system.  To  provide  for  this  increase  the  Swansea  Valley  Trunk 
Sewer  and  the  Trebanos  Sewage  Treatment  Works  were  under 
construction  during  the  year  and  the  Fforestgoch  Privy  Conversion 
Scheme  was  completed,  whilst  plans  were  in  hand  for  the  early 
construction  of  the  Velindre  Sewerage  Scheme  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Works. 

Late  in  1967  a request  was  received  from  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  for  the  provision  of  a suitable  site  for  a Health  Centre  in 
Pontardawe.  This  request  was  welcomed  and  immediate  steps 
were  taken  to  decide  on  a site. 

It  is  desired  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  at  all  times 
carried  out  their  duties  in  a satisfactory  manner.

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water. 

The  Council’s  Water  Undertaking  was  transferred  to  the  West 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  last  year.  Your  Council  is  still  respon- 
sible for  ensuring  that  the  water  supplies  of  the  area  are  pure,  and 
the  closest  liaison  is  maintained  with  officers  of  the  Water  Board. 
Samples  are  taken  generally  upon  complaint  and  results  of  analyses 
are  exchanged  with  the  Water  Board.  Any  matters  likely  to  en- 
danger purity  of  supply  noticed  by  your  officers  in  the  course  ol 
general  inspection  are  immediately  notified  to  the  Board. 


Public  Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  area  which  are  the  re- 
sponsibility respectively  of  the  Llanguicke  and  Rhyndwyclydach 
Parish  Councils.  The  baths  are  only  open  during  the  spring  and 
summer  periods  and  samples  are  regularly  taken  The  advice  ot 
the  Department  is  made  readily  available  to  the  Parish  Councils 
concerned  when  any  difficulties  arise.

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CHJEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  SHOPS’  INSPECTOR’S 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1967 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1967. 

The  inspection  services  administered  by  this  Department  have 
continued  normally  during  the  year  under  review.  Reference  is 
made  in  the  following  pages  to  improvements  affected  in  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  and  also  of  certain  changes  in  meat  in- 
spection requirements. 

Godrergraig  has  again  provided  rehousing  problems  and  it  is 
evident  for  part  of  the  area  at  least,  that  complete  rehousing  will 
have  to  be  considered.

Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  REFUSE  COLLECTION 
(i)  Direct  Labour  Collection. 

The  present  pattern  of  collection  is  set  out  in  the  accompanying 
table.  During  the  year  two  new  dual  tip  vehicles  were  purchased  to 
serve  the  Gwauncaegurwen  and  the  Alltwen  areas.  These  vehicles 
are  more  hygienic  and  provide  extra  protection  for  the  loaders. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION,  1967 
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In  accordance  with  the  Council’s  decision,  contract  collection 
;eased  in  the  Cwmllynfell  Ward  area  and  a direct  labour  system 
commenced,  the  new  team  appointed  being  also  made  respon- 
sible for  the  collection  of  small  side  streets. 

The  Alltygrug  tip,  Ystalyfera,  has  now  been  discontinued  on 
grounds  of  unsuitability  and  joint  operations  commenced  with 
Llandeilo  Rural  District  Council  at  Cefnbrynbrain  in  October. 
Mr.  H.  Cranshaw,  Engineering  Inspector  for  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  visited  the  area  to  advise  on  refuse  disposal. 
His  recommendations  were  reported  to  your  Council  and  every 
endeavour  is  being  made  to  implement  them  fully. 

Complaints  of  fly  nuisance  were  received  from  residents  in  the 
proximity  of  the  Rhyddwen  Tip,  Craigcefnparc,  and  a servicing 
agency  was  called  in  on  a contract  basis  to  control  the  situation. 
This  has  effectively  dealt  with  the  complaint. 

(ii)  Contract  Collection. 

Refuse  is  at  present  collected  by  contract,  in  Velindre,  Garn- 
swllt,  Cwmcerdinen,  Tynyberllan  and  the  Cwmllynfell  Ward  (part 
year).  With  the  exception  of  the  last  named,  the  areas  referred  to 
are  too  scattered  in  nature,  or  distant  from  main  routes  to  make 
direct  collection  economic. 


(b)  NIGHT  SOIL  REMOVAL. 

This  service  is  now  necessary  only  in  areas  where  high  sewerage 
costs  have  prevented  water-carriage  systems  being  installed.  This 
matter  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports  and  it  is  again  de- 
sired to  support  the  Council’s  efforts  to  sewer  these  areas.  The 
houses  concerned  are,  in  most  cases,  of  sound  construction  and 
many  could  be  dealt  with  under  an  Improvement  Grant  if  only  a 
sewer  were  available. 


(c)  STREET  CLEANING. 

The  Council  pays  an  annual  amount  within  terms  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  to  the  County  Council  for  the  cleansing  of  high- 
ways by  this  latter  authority.  The  repayment  basis  has  been  agreed 
throughout  Glamorgan  by  the  constituent  county  districts^  and 
cleansing  is  carried  out  on  a mechanized  basis. 
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(d)  LITTER. 


The  plastic  bonded  steel  containers  now  in  operation  have  con- 
tinued to  prove  their  durability.  There  are  adequate  litter  bins  now 
in  service  and  these  are  emptied  in  passing  by  the  refuse  vehicles. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  previous  report  to  abandoned 
vehicles.  The  Glamorgan  County  Council  has  set  up  a committee 
to  co-ordinate  activities  within  the  County  area,  and  as  a result  of 
their  action  it  has  been  possible  to  arrange  for  a contractor  in  the 
South  Wales  area  to  accept  responsibility  for  removing  all  vehicles, 
and  your  Council  proposes  to  enter  into  contract  for  this  work  on 
a three  year  basis.

The  provisions  of  this  Act  were,  where  necessary,  applied  during 
the  year. 


Rodent  Destruction. 

Detail  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  set  out  in  the 
accompanying  table.  The  complete  baiting  of  sewers  in  1966 
appears  to  have  shown  beneficial  results  in  surface  infestation. 
Every  complaint  is  dealt  with  within  24  hours  of  receipt  and  it  is 
thought  that  the  public  appreciates  prompt  attention  in  complaints 
of  this  nature.  Close  watch  is  being  kept  for  signs  of  resistance  to 
poisons  but  none  has  been  found.

National  Housing  Condition  Survey. 

In  common  with  other  local  authorities  in  Wales  your  Council 
participated  in  the  above  survey,  19  properties  within  the  Rural 
District  having  been  selected  for  inspection  as  a typical  cross  section. 
The  Department  afforded  full  facilities  and  assistance  to  the  visiting 
inspector  and  the  results  nationally  will  be  referred  to  when  pub- 
lished in  a future  report.

Further  movement  of  land  occurred  in  the  area  and  your  Coun- 
cil instructed  a complete  survey  of  properties  affected  or  likely  to  be 
affected  in  order  that  housing  needs  might  be  assessed.  This  was 
carried  out  and  your  officers  are  now  proceeding  on  the  basis  of  the 
survey.

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  is  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  area  and  this  is 
registered  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  building  is 
however  within  the  landslip  area  and  as  conditions  here  deteriorate 
it  may  be  necessary,  seriously,  to  consider  its  structural  suitability 
at  an  early  date. 


Caravans. 

The  Caravan  (Control  and  Development)  Order  now  makes  it 
possible  to  deal  more  adequately  with  sporadic  development,  and 
close  liaison  is  maintained  with  your  Council’s  Planning  Officer  in 
order  to  ensure  that  caravans  are  not  sited  unoccupied  in  circum- 
stances whereby  public  health  may  be  endangered.  Generally 
speaking,  there  is  very  little  caravan  usage  in  the  area,  nor  does  it 
appear  that  future  years  will  see  an  increase.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

There  is  little  air  pollution  in  the  area.  The  principal  heavy 
industry  is  a Nickel  Refinery  and  there  is  the  fullest  co-operation 
between  your  officers  and  the  management  on  pollution  control 
measures.  The  new  industries  which  are  beginning  to  settle  in  the 
area  are  principally  light  engineering  in  nature  and  present  no  prob- 
lem  Domestically  the  area  suffers  little  in  comparison  with  the 
Black  areas  of  the  country  while  the  coal  supplied  for  domestic  use 
is  bituminous  in  nature.  Most  of  the  coal  supplied  locally  is  an-

General  Public  Health. 

The  statistics  in  the  earlier  part  of  this  report  indicate  the  wide 
range  of  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department  but  it  is  proposed  to 
refer  here  to  a few  matters  of  particular  interest  which  have  been 
dealt  with  during  the  year. 

(1)  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 

During  the  year  further  premises  have  been  registered,  and  in 
the  main  found  generally  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 
In  some  large  undertakings,  extensions  are  in  need  of  consideration, 
and  the  plans  will  be  discussed  with  the  owners,  so  as  to  ensure  that 
the  Act  is  fully  complied  with. 

(2)  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1963. 

One  premises  only  within  the  area  needs  to  be  registered,  and 
it  is  so  registered. 

(3)  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964. 

All  scrap  metal  dealers  are  required  to  register  with  the  Local 
Authorities.  The  inspection  of  their  books  and  invoices  is  a matter 
for  the  constabulary.  Several  registrations  have  been  made,  and 
others  are  under  consideration. 
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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


(1)  Milk. 

Only  designated  milks  are  sold  within  the  area.  The  bulk  of 
such  sales  are  T.T.  Pasteurised.  Inspections  are  made  of  dairies, 
milk  distribution  vehicles  and  sites  where  bulk  supplies  are  delivered 
for  local  retail.  Action  over  the  years  has  affected  considerable 
improvement  in  places  where  these  supplies  are  put  out  for  further 
collection.  Samples  are  taken  to  ensure  efficient  pasteurisation  and 
to  see  that  no  other  infections  are  present.

(2)  Meat  Inspection. 

The  Cwmgorse  slaughterhouse  was  closed  during  the  year,  the 
operator  moving  to  new  premises  outside  the  area,  the  person  having 
control  of  the  premises  did  not  apply  to  renew  the  licence.  The 
Clydach  slaughterhouse  is  now  the  only  one  operating  and  due  to 
its  unsuitability  under  modern  standards,  the  licence  holder,  Mr.  W. 
H.  Maybery  has  applied  to  erect  a new  abattoir  on  the  Alloy  In- 
dustrial Site.  His  application  has  been  approved  by  your  Council 
as  the  person  having  control  of  the  land  and  he  has  been  successful 
subsequently  in  obtaining  a licence  for  the  new  abattoir  from  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  Department  maintains  100  per  cent  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  within  the  area  for  human  consumption  and  the  accom- 
panying table  indicates  the  results  of  these  inspections. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE. 


Regular  inspections  are  made  of  all  premises  in  the  area  where 
food  is  stored,  prepared  or  sold  for  human  consumption.  There  is 
a good  standard  of  compliance  with  the  regulations,  and  food  hand- 
lers generally  co-operate  with  the  officers  in  ensuring  that  the  prin- 
ciples of  food  hygiene  are  observed.

PART  II 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

In  accordance  with  the  agreement  between  this  Authority  and 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  the  report  annually  required  is 
herewith  submitted  on  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 


1.  Early  Closing. 

The  early  closing  day  varies  in  the  district  by  reason  of  traders 
having  exercised  their  legal  right  of  option  for  the  alternate  day. 
The  exercise  of  the  above  right  has  resulted  in  a variation  of  day 
within  the  same  township.  The  community,  however,  appears  to 
be  well  served.  Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  ensure  that 
premises  open  for  the  sale  of  exempted  goods  do  not  sell  articles 
not  included  in  the  Schedule. 


2.  Closing  Hours. 

Shops  within  the  area  close  according  to  the  times  set  out  in 
the  Act. 

The  hours  of  closing  permitted  by  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  operate 
within  the  area,  the  local  Closing  Order  of  1915  being  invalid  due  to 
incompatibility  with  the  above  Act. 
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3.  Employment  of  Young  Persons. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  Young  Persons 
(Employment)  Act,  1938,  are  generally  observed  within  the  area. 
The  hours  of  work  of  these  young  people  and  the  conditions  of 
their  employment  are  duly  investigated  during  routine  inspections. 

No  matters  affecting  young  persons  and  requiring  action  under 
the  above  Act  arose  during  the  year.  Liaison  with  the  Youth  Em- 
ployment Bureau  has  proved  of  much  assistance  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  these  provisions. 


4.  Authorised  Officers. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  first  Additional  Public 
Health  Inspector  are  Authorised  Officers  under  the  above  Act. 


5.  General  Observations  of  the  Year  s Work. 

During  1967,  753  inspections  were  made  for  matters  falling 
within  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  hours  of  closing  and  the  provisions 
with  regard  to  Sunday  trading  are  being  observed,  visits  have  been 
made  during  the  evening  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  in  general  it  is 
felt  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  respected.
